The message will be sent to the 
.lawmakers at 10 a. m. (CST) Wed- 
nesday. The radio report over four 
major networks and television, will 
be at 8:30 p. m.

Gen. Wainwright Thinks V. S. Should 
Get Tough And Retaliate In Korea

SAN ANTONIO, July 17—UP)— 


Joiathan M. Wainwright 
thinks 


the United States should get tough 
in Korea. 
• 
Wainwright, hero of Bataan and 
Corregidor, 
believes 
retaliation 


should be the "only answer" to 
atrocities in Korea. The 66-year-old 
retired general, who suffered tor- 
tures and long Imprisonment by the 
,,Japanese, brought up the subject 


of atrocities in an interview with 
the Associated Press. 
"I read that the North Koreans 
took some of our men captive, 
tied their hands 
behind 
their 
backs and shot them in the face. 
' I will say, 
unequivocally, 
that 
were I commanding in Korea, I 
would meet that situation by giv- 
ing captives the same treatment, 
the Japs did that to some of my 
•men. I think the only answer Is 
retaliation." 
The old campaigner, 45 years a 
•oldier, was interviewed 
on the 


screened porch of his fine San An- 
tonio home. 


• "I feel a kindred spirit for our 
men in Korea today," he said sad- 
ly. "They are fighting against heavy 
odds and I know what that is. But 
they have hope. At Corregidor there 
was no hope. 


"The North Koreans have con-, 
slderable power and resources be- 
hind them. The South Koreans 
are fast building up resources 
from 
the power of the 
United 
States. At Bataan, we were out- 
numered perhaps 10 or 20 to one 
and we had no resources behind 
us whatever and no hope of any. 
"I am confident we will win in 
Korea. General 
MacArthur 
will 


handle the situation. I put my trust 
in him. Leave it to Doug, I say. But 
I think the American public should 
be prepared for a fairly long war." 


Of the Russians he said 
only: 
"Perhaps we are being drawn into 
a war by the Soviet Union which 
perhaps is waiting for us to com- 
mit the overt act." 


Electoral College 
Change Proposal 
Killed In House 


WASHINGTON. July 17.—UP)— 


The house today killed a proposal 
to 
abolish the electoral college 


and to revamp the machinery by 
which the nation has named Its 
presidents for 150 years. 
It turned down a senate-passed 
resolution that would have sub- 
mitted to the states a constitu- 
tional amendment 
doing 
away 
with the electoral college system 
and substituting one based 
on 
proportionate division of the pop- 
ular vote. 
The electoral 
college,

now gives each state's total elec- 
toral vote to the winning candi- 
dates for presidnt and vice presi- 
dent.

The proposed change, requiring 
ratification by 36 states, would 
have divided each state's elector- 
al vote in direct proportion to the 
popular vote: redelved by the oppos- 
ing candidate.

Korean Supply Problem Enormously 
Complex And Potentially Dangerous

An enormously complex—and po- 
tentially dangerous — transporta- 
tion program is hampering

forts to build up material behind 
the U. 3.'forces in Korea.

material must go Into a single 
South Korean port dally just to 
keep forces now there supplied 
for the bitter fight. 
That port is Pusan, a tiny place 
as world seaports go, with limit- 
ed facilities and a single railroad 
and 
inadequate highway routes 


linking it to the battle zone. 
If the port should be crippled 


by attack or captured, the whole 
Korean campaign could falter or 
collapse. 


So far, North Korean airplanes 
have been .^scarce.

'My Men Put Up A Good Fight,' Says 
Colonel Wounded In Kum River Action

KOREA, July 17—UP)—It was the 
solonel speaking. 


"My men have put up a good 


fight. I tell you, a good fight." 
The colonel lay on a stretcher In 
a clearing station today well back 
from the scene of battle. 


A bullet went through his right 
leg Sunday. Military regulations 
forbid using the names of wound- 
ed.But the history of this Korean 
campaign will list the colonel as 
the leader of a unit which fought 
gallantly Sunday in an attempt to 
hold the Kum river line 
against 
overwhelming Red artillery 
and 
ground attacks. 
"I saw them hold tight and keep 
on shooting when the Red artil- 
lery was coming at them," the 
colonel said. 
"Let me tell you they put up a 
Rood fight. I'll bet they are up 
there now still fighting." 
An officer on a nearby stretcher 


nodded agreement. 
"They sure did," he said. 
"If we had had just one more 
battalion," the colonel said, "we'd 
all be right there on the river, still 
fighting." 
The colonel, a thin serious man 
with eyes still reddened by the dust 
and fatigue of battle, told how tha 
fighting went. 


Early Sunday the 
Communists 
tried a bold crossing of the Kum 
river In .front of the U. S. lines. 
The Reds that were not 
killed 
holed up under cover of artillery. 
The Reds kept on .building up

three other ports—Masan, Yosu

—they are small, with shallow

Pusan Itself, when the Ameri- 
cans 
started 
using it for the 
South Korean campaign, had only 
four piers able to berth ocean-go- 
ing ships, 
with water 
depths 


alongside the piers of between 21 
and 33 feet. 
What must go through 
this 
bottleneck? 
There is no Information on the 
size of the American force now 
in Korea or on what will be ad- 
ded in the next few days, weeks 
and months. 
But at the .outset 
there was reference to the 24th 
Division, or at least elements of 
it. entering the campaign. 


Primitive Port Taxed. 
That gives a rough yardstick 


of what the primitive port has 
had to handle: 
The vehicles, weapons and other 
major equipment of one normal 
infantry division of 17,000 men 
(not Including hundreds or thous- 
ands of tons of other material) 
totals approximately 17,000 tons 
This la what must be moved when 
the division starts rolling toward 
a battlefront. 
In this tonnage is Included such 
Items as these: 
More than 600 
two and a half ton trucks, more 
than 200 three-quarter ton jeep 
trucks, more than 1,000 jeeps and 
trailers, 72 105 and 155-millimater 
howitzers, about 40 75-millimeter 
guns. 
If tanks are taken along 
(and they have begun to appear 
In the American sectors of Ko- 
rea) a division normally Is equip- 
ped with about 140 of them. 


An Infantry division 
also 
is 


equipped with about 18 big, self- 
propelled 155-mlllimater weapons. 
However, all of this equipment 
may not be moved to the front, 
depending upon the requirements 
there and upon the condition of 
highways far moving It. 


Other Supplies Needed. 
That is the equipment and arms 
used by a division. It is only the 
beginning. 
The tonnage of sup- 
plies used In battle is huge, vary- 
ing with the kind of action being 
conducted. 


A 
rule-of-thumb 
measurement 
ment used by. the army shows 
that a division in "delaying ac- 
tion" (which is what the -Ameri- 
can forces are doing in Korea 
now) 
requires approximately 436 
tons o* supplies a day. 
This In- 
cludes 48 tons of food and similar 
equipment: 42 tons of clothing, 
weapons replacements, vehicular 
material, 
construction 
and eng- 
ineer equipment; 111 tons of fuel 
and lubricants; 285 tons of am- 
munition, chemical smoke mater- 
ials for "screening" or spotting 
for tactical operations, anti-tank 
mines, etc. 


In "pursuit" 
action 
(which 


would occur should 
the North 
Korans' drive be stopped and the 
enemy started rolling back) the 
total requirements, strangely, drop 
off to an estimated 296 tons. This 
Is because contact with the enemy 
Is less, with a consequent reduct- 
ion in expenditure of such Items 
as ammunition. 
However, other 
Items go up, including fuel used 
for pursuing the enemy. 
: At the outset, the water

for divisional equipment and the 
dally supply requirements 
was 


short—from Japanese bases 'to 
Pusan. 
The saiiln^ time Involv- 
ed ranges from about 14 hours' 
across the narrow strait to two 
days when shipments must be 
made from Japan's eastern ports. 
But the pipeline from the main 
supply and production sources In 
the United States, through which 
material has started to flow, is 
across the widest reach of the 
Pacific.

Brannan Plan Is 
Cautiously OK'd

What is the solution to this "sur- 
plus-price" problem? 


Docs It lie in plowing up cotton, 


burning potatoes and killing little 
pigs? 


An outstanding 
University 
of 
Texas economics professor, Dr. R, 
H. Montgomery, tackled this 160- 
year-old American puzzle Thursday 
night in an address before some 
200 persons at the Lewsis David 
farm. He concluded that the Bran- 
nan plan might solve the riddle. 


Since the days of Alexander 


Hamilton, the speaker said, the 
government has kept goods out of. 
markets to maintain higher prices 
for particular groups—both farmer 
and manufacturer. 


"We've done this 50 times In 
the past 60 years," he declared. 
"The second law passed by the 
U. S. Congress was to help cer- 
tain manufacturers solve their 
price problems." 


"All 
the confusion, 
bitterness 
troubles have arisen only because 
of one thing—the introduction of 
new technology," said Dn Mont- 
gomery. He explained that new 
technology has 
made 
everyone 


more efficient and closer together, 
that the need is great now for 
learning to live with neighbors. 
"I told you last year that wo 


were going to 
have 
slant-eyed 


grandchildren," he said. "And if I 
know these Aemrican GIs you will 
have."

American 
days,

In other industries the problem 
is different, he said, because man 
ufacturers 
can 
cut 
production 


when a surplus is foreseen by mere- 
ly laying off the night shift; the 
oil wells have been pro-rated. 


In farming, though, the produc- 
tion is already there; the farmer 
either plants or he doesn't plant. 
Farmers have advanced 
tech- 


nology twice as fast as industry," 
the professor said. "A. and M. Col- 
lege has taught us how to grow 
two blades of ^rass instead'of one 
—how to increase production—and 
then It Is destroyed. Maybe we 
should just kill the 
A. and M. 


The professor warned his aud- 
ience that the people of America 
wont tolerate much longer the 
destruction of food that costs them 
so much in stores.

Are Needed Now 
In Texas Schools 


More librarians are needed in 
Texas, and school Ubrarianship of 
fers new horizons in education, ae 
cording-to the School Library As- 
soclation.- 
A school librarian has a unique 


opportunity to work with pupils 
teachers, administrators; deal 
in 
the enchanting goods of Juvenile 
literature, recordings, films, film- 
slides 
and maps; engineer 
and 
create plans with teachers for the 
best use of all types of library ma- 
terials in the classroom; introduce 
bgoks to re'aders and see that they 
get along well together. 


Summer Study Offered 
Teachers interested in the field 


of school librarianship have been 
advised that theirs is an 
ideal 
background with much of the train- 
ing needed. Summer courses in li- 
brary service may be applied to- 
ward a bachelor's or a master's de- 
gree depending upon previous col- 
lege work and upon the plan offer- 
ed by the particular library school 
chosen. 
High school or college 
students 
have been asked to tell vocational 
advisers early that library service 
has been chosen as a career. Such 
an adviser can help plan courses to 
that end and may assist in placing 
the future librarian in the school 
or college library. These students 
should start preparing for 
their 
careers as college freshmen or even 
as a high school student by taking 
needed cultural and 
background 
courses. There are many interest- 
ing studies related to library ser- 
vice that may be chosen before the 
professional training starts—litera- 
ture, social science, education and 
simple business training. 
Speech courses are advisable,for 
story-telling 'and book-reviewing; 
guidance courses as preparation for 
reading guidance; courses in audio- 
visual aids as an introduction to 
the new field of library materials. 


Certificate Required 
A position as school 
librarian 


will require a teacher's certificate 
as well as'the required courses in 
library service. 
A full-time posi- 


tion, 
in most cases, will require 


[pur or five years of college work 
including 24 semester hours 08 half- 
year courses) in education and 30 
semester hours (10 half-year cour- 
ses) or the equivalent of one year's 
work in library service. , 
The part-time librarian may start 
with less trainlm*. A teacher's cer- 
:ificate with 12 semester hours in 
ibrary service meets the minimum 
requirements of the Southern Asso- 
ciation of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. 
Young people interested in this 


field have been advised to write for 
catalogues of colleges and universi- 
ties offering library courses.
